You can have a front end so tight that it doesn't even pass the signal its 
supposed to...but its still not going to stop signals that go direct to the 
IF bypassing the frontend. 


Paging Terminals are notorious for running excessive power and running broad. 


Like at the same elevation...we put out 8 Watts on our repeater and it 

covers the a large portion of South Eastern Alberta. Meanwhile the Paging 
company is running a 150W PA at full power...and their coverage area is 
supposed to be restricted to the city only....they do run a lower pattern off 
of their antenna.... 


I can't understand why all the radios in the area pick up paging, regardless of 
frequency. 8-)
